DESCRIBE THE PRESENT » 1D ORIGINAL (if known) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

The property was owned in the 18th century by Henry
Travers, who operated a ferry service across Slaughter Creek,
after his death, in the 1780's, his wife carried on the bus-
iness as usual. The building does not, however, appear to
date from that period.

The house consists of two sections: The taller section
being the earlest portion. It probably dates from the second
quarter of the 19th century and is a frame two story building,
three bays wide. The floor plan probably consists of a stair
hall and parlor. On the east gable, the back of the fireplace
is exposed, on the exterior. All of the windows on the first
floor have 9/6 sash, on the second 6/6 sash and the attic has
4/4 sash. On the north facade of the structure is a peaked
gable which was added later in the 19th century, probably
when the addition was built.

One of the unusual features of the building is the chim-
ney cap. It consists of a single course projecting band fol-
lowed by two inset courses and four courses steping outward,
forming a funnel. This type of chimney is relatively common
in the second quarter of the 19th century in the lower Eastern
Shore as well as here in Dorchester County.

The wing on Tideland Park consists of a two story build-
ing not quite as tall as the former structure. It, too, has
a gable on the facade, but it lacks the cornice at the under-
neath of the triangle. That is, the peaked gable which was
added to the earlier structure did not break the cormice.

It rose above the cornice, creating a pediment.

On the first story there are two doors and three windows.
On the second story there are four windows The building
also has two chimneys, one in the center and one on the west
gable. Across the north facade is a porch. It extends
across approximately two-thirds of the older part and one-
half of the newer part. The newer part appears to have been

constructed in the third or fourth quarter of the 19th centuryl

The porch looks like it was constructed in the early part of
the 20th century having a plain balastrade and gable above
the entrance. On the back of the house it looks as though
there was a pod or addition which contains a bathroomn. There
are also a couple of porches which are of no particular sign-
ificance.

The house is covered with asbestos siding and has a good
roof and is in good repair.

A portion of the pro-
perty is rented to campers during the summer and hunting
season.

The site is also important as being the name and
business of Henry Travers, who operated the ferry service
across Slaughter Creek. 1In the days before bridges, the
ferry operator was a very important link in transportation.
